The Uni- 
ted States government, also agrees to 
guarantee the territorial Integrity of 
the republic. The Immediate provoca 
tlon for the treaty was the pressure of 
tho European creditors of the country 
for payment and the urgent declara- 
tion of more than one of tho 
great 


powers that the United States govern 
merit ought either to try to evolvB 
some order out of the financial chaos 
of the republic or to permit such ac- 
tlon by the European creditors. Tho 
French and Belgian creditors secured 
possession of two custom-houses 
In 


1001; In 1004 an arbitration commis- 
sion decided that In order to secure 
the piiymcnt of the claims of the Santo 
Domingo Improvement Company, an 
American corporation, certain desig- 
nated custom-houses might be man- 
aged by an American officer. The cus- 
tom-house at Puerto Plata was accord- 
ingly taken over In October. The other 
creditors wen- not. properly protected. 
Twice In 11)04 an agent of Santo Do- 
mingo visited Washington, and 
be- 


sought this government to help It out 
of Its financial troubles. 
It was not 


until January of this year that the 
President consented, and the basis of 
a treaty wan cabled to Santo Domin- 
go. 
The American representative In 


the Island immediately drafted a pro- 
tocol, and news of It was cabled 
to 


this country at about the same time 
that a second custom-house—that at 
Monte Christ!—was taken under con- 
trol by an American officer In accord- 
ance with the terms of the arbitration 
award. 
The protocol was not wholly 


satisfactory to the State Department, 
and accordingly a treaty was drawn 
and submitted to the Senate for ratifi- 
cation. 
Its terms have already been 


Indicated. 
Pending Its ratification or 


iejection, the American officers will re- 
main In the custom-houses at Monte 
Christ! nijul Put*to Plata, and j^lll col- 
lect revenues to satisfy the claims of 
the American company. 
They may 


take two more custom-houses If that 
shall iippotir necessary.

Mut 
still they enjoy banking privileges such 
as they are. 
From those who trade, 


oi' their own number, I hey select one 
who for the occasion Is to be 
their 


banker. 
He Is converted Into a bank 


if deposit by p u l l i n g all the money of 
those whose banker he Is I n t o a hay 
and lln-n they «>i|'y forth to the Minn.;:; 
to buy whatever they w a n t . 


When an a. tide Is purchased bv a n v 


of those who are in the b a n k i n g ar- 
rangement the price of the article Is 
taken by the banker from tills deposit 
bag, counted several limes and 
then 


paid to the seller of the article, a f t e r 
which all the hank depositors cry out 
l.i the banker, In the presence of the 
two witnesses selected, "Von owe me 
so much!" This Is then repealed by 
the witnesses.

They can cater to the class of trade they desire. The doc- 
tor cannot. They can, when they will, decline to dispense 
their wares and their services. The doctor cannot. 
How- 


ever heavily the day's toll has weighed upon them, the 
•venlng and night are theirs for recreation or rest. The 
doctor's are not 


Beyond certain limits of special practice, which any 


emergency can shatter, he has neither choice of what or 
with whom be shall deal, and under any circumstances he 
can never call one hour, night or day, his own. 


Ills Is a heroism of constant service—not the kind that 


does one flaring deed which makes men stare and shout 
and then reposes peacefully on beds of laurels, but the 
Kind that Is never wanting in the moment of need; the 
ilnd that is content to walk In the byways as well as the 
llghways of life, the kind that knows no distinction be- 
tween rich and poor, humble and proud; the kind that

HB mortality In modern war, notwithstanding 
the marked progress that has been made in the 
construction of rapid fire artillery and maga- 
zine rifles, does not seem to exceed that of for- 
mer conflicts, If the alleged Russian official fig- 
ures on the subject are measurably correct. 
ThUB it is asserted that out of a total of 130,000 


officers and men ill and wounded 77,000, or more than one- 
half, have returned to active service, while about 21,000 
are still in the hospitals. 
The killed In combat during 


a jeer's hostilities, which Include several bloody battles, 
are placed at from 40,000 to 50,000. This Is a heavy toll 
of death, but It would undoubtedly have been much heavier 
but for the fact that the small bore rifles, now in use, kill 
fewer men proportionately than the big caliber muskets 
formerly employed. As for tho Japanese, the proportion of 
recoveries both from Illness and wounds among them la 
described both by official und non-official observers aa sur- 
prlsJngly large.—Philadelphia Bulletin.

General Gomez was born at Bani, 


Suutu Douiiugo, iu 1836, 
He began 


his 
military career 
as a cavalry 


officer in the Spanish army in Santo 
Domingo and distinguished himself 
in the war with Hayti. 


When Cuba threatened to throw off 


the Spanish yoke Gomez went to San- 
tiago, Cuba, still an officer 
serving 


the king of Spain. There bis sympa- 
thies for tbe Cuban peop.le were first 
enlisted. One day, enraged at the 
cruelties ol! the Spanish general, he 
struck him in the face and left the 
army for good. 


In IHfiS Gomez 
joined <he Cuban 


patriot army and fought through its 
ten yearS'Of war. From 1873 to 1878 
he WHS Commander-in-chief. 
Ju 1878 


Gompz made terma of peace 
with 


Gun. Campos and returned to Domin- 
go. 


In 1«95, when the last Cuban revol- 


ution began, he returned to lead tbe 
Cuban army, winning many battles. 


After independence Gomez served as 


Inspected general of tbe rural guards 
and commander-ln-obief of tbe Cu- 
ban militia. In 1903 the Cuban con- 
gress voted him 850,000 for services 
during tbe war, aud on June 12 last 
he was voted $100,000 more.

Orrler of Railway Conductors recent- 
ly held at I'ortlflnd, Oregon, 
fosolu* 


(ions were unanimously adopted volo- 
ing their sentiments as to the oflVot 
of proposed rBll«Hj r rote leglplatlon 
on tho 1,300,000 rallrotul employes, 
whom they 
in 
part 
repiesentod. 


These resolutions "indorse the atti- 
tude of President Kor.sovolt in con- 
demning secret rebates and other il- 
legalities, and c.ommond the attitude 
of I ho heads of American 
Unilwaya, 


who, with practical unanimity, 
havo 


joined with the President on 
this 


question." 
They then respectfully 


point, out to Uongrsos the "Inadvlaa- 
bllity of legislation 
vesting in the 


hands of n commission power over 
railway rates, now lowor by far in 
tho United States than In nny other 
country," because such 
regulation 


would "result In litigation and con- 
fusion and 
Inevitably tend to nu 


enforced reduction In rates, Irrespec- 
tive of the question of the ability of 
the railroads to stand 
the reduction, 


especially lu view of tho Increased 
cost of their supplies and materials." 
They further protested against, snob 
power being given to the present In- 
ter-State Commission because 
"the 


proposed legislation is not in har- 
mony with our idoa of American jur-

The conductors base their demand

would "secure and insure justice and 
equity and preserve equal rights to 
nil parties concerned" on the ground 
that the low cost of transportation 
"is tho result of the 
ofllcienoy of 


American railway management ami 
operation which have built up the 
country through 
constant improve- 


ment and development ot territory, 
while at the same time recognition 
has boon given to the value of Intel- 
ligence among employes in contrast 
to 
foreign 
methods, 
where high 


freight ratos and 
lowest wages to 


employes obtain." 


ID pressing their claim against leg- 


islation adverse to their Interests, 
they point out the fact that 
"the 


freight rates of this country average 
only two per cout. of the coat ol ar- 
ticles to tho consumer, thus making 
the freight rate so iusiguillouut a fac- 
tor In tho eel 1 lug price that numer- 
ous standard articles are sold at the 
uumu price lu all parts of the coun- 
try."

There nro HH good reasons, I 
arn convinced, for giving tho banker or 
tho merchant a technical commercial 
education.

pable of scientific chtHHlflcatlon, and 
can be taught with much greater ef- 
ficiency, und with much ICHH Ions of 
time, in a properly organized school 
than It can bo gathered In tho ordinary 
course of an apprenticeship In a busi- 
ness career.
